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HE Right Honourable the LORD MAYOR having a deep Senſe of the Duty incumbent upon him , as he is 
Intruſted with the Chief Magiſtracy of this CITY, to provide for the ſtrict Obſervations of the Laws, and the 
Puniſhments of Offenders; and in a more —_ manner, of ſuch as ſhall be found offending againſt the Laws in 
force,for che ſuppreflion of Prophaneſs and Debauchery : And finding, that notwithſtanding Their MAJESTLIES 
Proclamations to enforce the Execution of thoſe Laws, and the Care and Vigilance of ſeveral of his Lordſhip's Prede- 
cellors, and of the Court of Aldermen , and other the Magiſtrates of this City, as well as his own Endeavours ſince his 
coming to the Chair, many grievous Vices and Enormities are ſtill publickly committed, and go unpuniſhed , to the 
groat diſhonour of Almighty G OD, and the Reproach and Scandal of this City, and the Government thereof. 

His Lordſhip being reſolved to uſe all proper Methods for the more effe&tual remedying theſe Diſorders, and (as far 
as in him lies) to procure a thorough Reformation of Manners in all places under his Juriſdition, hath thought fic 
(with the Advice of his Brethren the Aldermen) to publiſh thSORDER; and doth ſtritly Charge and Require all 
Conſtables, Churchwardens, and Overſeers of the Poor in their reſpeRive Pariſhes,and all other Officers and Miniſters 

of Juſtice within this City and the Liberties thereof, as they tender the Honour of G O D, and the Welfare of this City ; That they do in their 

ſeveral Stations apply themſelves with all poſſible diligence to prevent the following Otfences; and where that cannot be done, that they do what is 


in their power to bring the Offenders to condign Puniſhment.

Service as in, contrary to the Laws in that Calc 
provided. 

(b) By Vintners, &c, permitting Tipling in 
their Houſes. 

(:) Prophane Swearing and Curling.

And his Lordſhip doth hereby declare, That in caſe the aforeſaid Offcers,or any of chem, ſhall in contempt of the Oaths they are under,refuſe or 
neglect to do their Duty in the Premiſſes, or ſhall by partiality, connivance, giving private Notice to Offenders, or any other under-hand Practices, 


prevent the 


ir Diſcovery or Convi&tion, the Penalties appointed by the ſeveral Laws and Statutes ſhall be inflited on them wich the utmoſt Severity. 


And for the more cffe&ual Supprefling the Vices afore-mentioned by a general and impartial Puniſhing of Otfenders , His Lordſhip doth further 
recommend it to all good Citizens of this City, and others who ſhall at any time hereafter have knowledge of the Commiſſion of any ſuch Offences, 
or of the negle& or undue Practices of any Officer,to give timely Notice thereof to his Lordſhip,or ſome other of Their MAJESTLES Juſtices 
of the Peace within this City z His Lordſhip being reſolved to take care, that all due Encouragement ſhall be given to ſuch as ſhall fo Inform ; and 
that none ſhall be ſuffered to moleſt or diſturb them in their giving Legal Information. | 

And his Lordſhip doth likewiſe hereby Order, That all Conſtables, Churchwardens, and other Officers in their ſeveral Wards and Pariſhes, do from 
time to time,cvery Month, beginning from the 2 17h Day of December, 1694.bring and deliver to the Aldermen of their reſpeQive Wards,a true and perte&

vindicated by the Authority of the COURT of Lord Mayor and Aldermen,and the Offenders proſecuted and puniſhed according to Law.
